V. Examiner's Amendment/Comment: 

Claim# 21, lines 11-12, change "the card housing" — acard housing — 

Karen A Fitzsimmons, attorney for Applicant agreed to this amendment during the telephonic interview on July 7, 2005. The 
Interview summary has been filed on JuL 11, 2005. 



8. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

(i) In view of the abandonment of Application No. 09/815161, the double-patenting rejection is withdrawn. 

(ii) This invention relates to a splitter assembly for a telecommunication device for splitting telecommunication signals. Claim 21 
identifies the uniquely distinct feature of the telecommunication device comprising: a chassis including a housing having opposing first and 
second walls and also including front and back ends; a circuit board positioned at the back end of the housing, the circuit board including 
a front face that faces toward the front end of the housing, the circuit board also including a first portion that extends beyond the first wall 
of the housing; a plurality of splitter devices positioned within the housing; telecommunications connectors mechanically coupled to. the 
front face of the circuit board at the first portion of the circuit board; and cable management structure located at an outer surface of the 
first wall of the card housing. As such, claim 21 requires a circuit board having a first portion extending beyond a wall of the housing 
and having telecommunications connectors connected to the front face of the circuit board . While the closest prior art, Sinclair; III et al [US 
200201 18820 A1], Guenther et al [US 6,438,226 B1], and Stabler et al [6,136,866] each teach an splitter assebmly; Sinclair; III using a 
high density digtal subscriber line splitter, Guenther et al using a main distribution frame, and Stabler et al using indoor XDSL splitter 
assembly; none of tern the suggest or teach requiring a circuit board having a first portion extending beyond a wall of the housing and 
having telecommunications connectors connected to the front face of the circuit board. As such, the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious. Therefore, claim 21 is allowable. 

Claims 1,12 and 29 are esssentially similar to claim 21 and hence they are allowable. 

Claims 2-11 being dependent on claim 1, claims 13-20 being dependent on claim 12, claims 22-28 being dependent on claim 21 and 
claims 30-32 being dependent on claim 29 are allowable.
